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DETAILED ACTION

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

A. Species I, a wheel support bearing assembly including a ring member 
having a sectional shape and including a casing portion accommodating a coil and a 
plurality of prongs extending outwardly from the edges of the casing portion, claims 8 - 
10. 

B. Species II, a wheel support bearing assembly including a ring member 
including an annular magnetic pole portion in which magnetic poles of different polarities 
alternate one another and further including a second multi-pole magnets, the first and 
second mentioned multi-pole magnet being disposed on respective sides of the 
magnetic pole portion of the ring member, claims 1 1 - 16, 2, 3 and 5-7. 

C. Species III, an anti-skid braking device including a wireless transmitter 
transmitting a signal from the sensor by way of a feeble radio wave and a controller 
determining a control of a braking force in dependence on the sensor output signal and 
the radio field strength signal, Claims 17-23. 
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2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim appears to be generic.
